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Orton^s Butler 
well served 

by Players^

Well, let's see. Some of the lines ran by a bit too quickly. And 
people did occasionally miss their cues. 

I'm trying to think up some things to criticize about Players' 
Theatre's production of Joe Orton's What the Butler Saw, for 
unqualified praise not only makes the reviewer seem like an In- 
discriminate boob, but also breeds mistrust for the play raved 
about. But trust rne. 

At Players' the production Is fantastic, in choice of play, acting, 
direction, down to the zebra rug on the stage floor. 

Joseph Orton was a rising young playwright In London, when in 
1967, he was hammered to death by his long-time companion, a 
macabre but absurdly appropriate end to a man who delighted in 
shocking his audience . Orton's plays enjoyed great success In 
Britain, but alt Initially flopped in North America. 

The theme of What the Butler Saw, a play dealing with the. 
goings-on In a clinic for the mentally disturbed, may be best ex- 
pressed by two lines from the play. One of the characters asks Dr. 
Ranee, a prominent psychiatrist: “What Is unnatural?" to which 
Ranee replies :"How disturbing the questions of the insane can 
be." For under the ebullient wit and manic energy of- the play Is 
this very serious question. For Orton exposes, among many 
things, the mania of modern psychiatrists wKo insist upon fitting 
every idiosyncrasy of behaviour into a “classic pattern." 

The plot of the play is as simple as it is confusing. Dr. Prentice 
(Stephen Kelley) tries to seduce Geraldine Barclay (Nora Gaskin), 
who has come to apply for a job as his secretary. When Prentice's 
wife (Elinor Howard) enters at an innopportune moment, Prentice 
hides Ms. Barclay but has greater problems in disposing of her 
garments, so he tells his wife that he borrowed her clothes. She is 
convinced that their somewhat djscordant marriage has driven 
him to transvestism. 

Meanwhile, Nicholas Beckett (Robert Janes), a bellboy, has 
compromised Mrs. Prentice and is blackmailing her with photos 
taken In the act. Beckett wants the position of Dr. Prentice's 
secretary. Prentice wants Beckett's clothes for Ms. Barclay whose 
dress has been given to Mrs. Prentice, who lost hers at the hotel.

Chancing upon the nearly-nude Beckett in the Doctor's office, 
Mrs. Prentice, an occasional lesbian, believes their marital 
problems run deeper than she suspected. 



Enter Dr. Ranee (Davidson Thomson), a psychiatric evaluator 
from the government. Mrs. Prentice describes her husband's 
recent behaviour to Dr. Ranee, who decides that Prentice must be 
Insane. But from this bizarre behaviour Ranee also sees the 
makings of a bestseller. 

Enter the police. Sergeant Match (Michael Mille) who has come 
to arrest Nicholas Beckett for “mucking about" with a troop of 
schoolgirls. Match is also searching for certain missing parts of 
Winston Churchill. 

The plot rapidly and hilariously unwinds in the second act, up to 
conclusion of incredible co-incidences and relationships. 

Orton pokes satiric jabs at every conceivable modern In- 
stitution, especially psychiatry, but also questions fundamental 
beliefs In the ability to judge vyhat is normak 

The exuberance of the play Is adeptly aided by the polish and 
vivacity of the six-person cast, each of whom has a malor role. 

As the center of the rapidly-circulating action, Dr. Prentice 
about frantically, trying to prove his sanity as his ac-

As Mrs. Prentice, Elinor Howard performs in a lush, florid 
manner, at times melodramatic but always to great comic effect. 
Nora Gaskin's Geraldine Barclay, the confused secretary caught 
among the doctors, committed and re-commItted, and Robert 
Janes' Nicholas Beckett, the very adaptable and opportunistic 
bellboy, elicits, through simplicity and understatement, the most 

sympathetic response. ■ , . i,, u i 

Perhaps the most comic performance of the evening is Michael 
Mine's Monty-Pythonesque Scotland Yard Inspector. As the 
blusterlng.bullied Sergeant Match, Mille shows great flair. 

In a word. What the Butler Saw is something you should not 
miss seeing.

Crying “wolf’— 
woflnell fur? 

To the Dally: 

I would like to respond to the 
letter by Olga" KIrchenberger 
(March 19) concerning the 
Newfoundland seal hunt. 

She asks the question: Why 
have the Newfoundlanders not 
accepted the setting up of a 
"fake fur" factory within the 
province? ■ • 

The reasons for this are 
many. 

First, it would be necessary 
to set.up such a factory on the 
northern peninsula where the 
out-of-work sealers would be 
found. This is, however, qu.lte 
impractical due to the tran- 
sportation problems In this 
region (the weather, lack of an 



efficient rail service, not to add 
distance from markets). It 
would be economically un- 
feasible for a business so 
dependent on import and ex- 
port to set up in this area. 

Second, . it seems to be that 
nearly every 'make-work' 
project that has been brought 
Into Newfoundland from the 
outside has failed. The list of 
such failed projects is long; 
shoo factories, liner board 
mills, oil refineries ... People in 
Newfoundland are therefore 
wary of such schemes. 

Third, the people who work 
the seal hunt are fishermen 
who in the month of March are 
seeking to add to their yearly 
Income (often as much .as 
$3000). These people are/ 
fishermen who do not want to' 
end up as factory workers. 

As to the question of the seal 
hunt Itself Ms, KIrchenberger’s 
argument appears con- 
tradictory. At one point she 



seems to argue from the mwal 
position that we do not hive 
the right to take the life of any 
animal. Yet at another, she 
seems to condemn the hunt on 
utilitarian grounds, i.e. that we 
kill them only for their pelts. 
This latter Is not totally true 
since the land-based hunters 
do in fact use the .entire seal, 
pelt and carcass. If she is 
arguing from the moral position 
then it seems to me she will run 
Into problems, The logical 
conclusion of such an 
argument is that we should kill 
no living things. Where does 
consciousness begin? Are flies 
conscious? Amoebae? Bac- 
teria? Plants? 

If the Newfoundlanders 
appear to get upset about this 
yearly brouhaha let’s not forget 
that they've been hearing that 
seals are on the .verge of ex- 
tinction for just about a cen- 
tury. A hundred years of crying 
wolf in Newfoundland can 
become wearying.

New improved facts... 
or— Hockey Night on campus 
To the Dally: 

We think there are a few facts 
distorted by Professors P. Lin, 
director of the Center for East 
Asian Studies, McGill 
University (Montreal Star, 
March 14); and S. Noumoff, 
associate director, (The 
Gazette, March 16) concerning 
a demonstration on the evening 
of March 13 on the McGill 
campus when the Ambassadoi' 
of China came to-speak. This is 
not the first time at McGill that 
a meeting has been disrtipted 
by demonstrators, so calling 
them ’’hooligans’’ only shows 
that anger has made Prof. 
Noumoff lose his sense of 
judgment. 

First, the number of 
demonstrators and their make- 
up: The CBC, known for Its 
conservative reporting, spoke 
of “about 100 demonstrators" 
In the 11 o’clock evening news 
on the same day. When it came 
to Prof. Lin, It became “30 with 
6 noisy ones, a few are Viet- 
namese, but most are 
Caucasians" (a Russian im- 
plication here). Trying to shift 
all the blame on the Viet- 
namese, Sam Noumoff wrote, 
“These hooligans were mostly 
people of Vietnamese origin 
who, in addition to themselves, 
scoured Montreal to complete 
their squad." 

To those who were there, 
more than half of the 300 who 
occupied the lecture hall were 
demonstrators. We have 
photos to support our claim 
that the Vietnamese were only 
a minority In the group which 
was a coalition of many groups 
of Quebecers, Chileans, 
Iranians, etc. Didn’t Jennie 
Chang, also of East Asian 
Studies, accuse the group CPC 
(ML) of being there (McGill 
Daily, March 14), and wasn’t the 
slogan "Deng Xiao-ping 
Pinochet" cried out by the 
Chileans? One also should not 
forgot that more than half of the 
remaining audience were 
people of Chinese origin who 
were loudly shouting "long live 
China." It was really a com- 
motion to everybody after all I 
Second, It Is hard to tell who 
started the commotion first. It 
may be true that some Viet- 



namese mounted the podium 
the minute Mr. Wang Dung, the 
ambassador, entered the hall. 
But nobody can forget that 
Profs. Lin and Chang, who 
could not control themselves, 
jumped Into the demonstrators, 
seizing and tearing down their 
placards, and that a hysterical 
Chinese lady in the am- 
bassador’s entourage (Lin’s 
wife) pushed the demonstrators 
around, slapped a Quebecer, 
who; in turn, spat on her af- 
tenvard. 

Profs. Noumoff and Lin tried 
hard to Interpret the meeting as 
a non-political one, but its 
timing makes everybody 
wonder. Three weeks before 
this Incident they invited 
Wiliam Hinton, the former 
President of the American- 
Chinese Flendship Society to 
McGill. In his speech, Mr. 
Hinton supported the Chinese 
Invasion of Vietnam and Lin et 
al. tried really hard to prevent 
the Vietnamese from raising 
questions. This makes one 
wonder why they were so eager 
to defend democracy and 
freedom of speech this time 
around. 

It is quite interesting to note 
that a few McGill students went 
to the lecture and turned into 
demonstrators themselves. 
They did not forget that the 
ambassador Is the spokesman 
for a regime which is sup- 
porting the most terrible dic- 
tators in the world— Pol Pot of 
Kampuchea, the Shah of Iran, 
Pinochet of Chili— a regime 
which threw their people into a 
senseless war where tens of 
thousands were killed 
needlessly, which destroyed 
many villages, burnt down 
homes and committed In- 
numerable criminal acts 
against the innocent people 
who have suffered so much. 

Trying to embarrass the 
ambassador Is not only a 
rational, but also a necessary 
act. World opinion, which is so 
much against the Chinese 
regime right now, will force 
those In power in China to think 
twice before they go around 
teaching others a lesson.

To the Dally: 

On March 19 the Dally carried a 
full-page advertisement' 
sponsored by various China- 
related organizations which 
condemned the disruption of 
the Chinese ambassador’s talk 
at McGill. Labelling the 
protestors “hooligans" and 
“outsiders", the ad deliberately 
misrepresented the facts of the 
situation and levelled a series 
of false charges at those jn- 
volved. As a witness to the 
events, I would like to set a few 
points straight. 

To begin with, the ad attacks 
the protestors as "a group of 
Vietnamese and some out- 
siders" and calls for strong 
action so that "future student 
meetings will not be 
maliciously sabotaged by 
(such) outsiders”. The 
xenophobic tone of this ac- 
cusation aside, I find It hard to 
understand how a publicly 
advertised event can be passed 
off as a “student meeting". The 
.ambassador’s speech was 
quite obviously open to all and 
most members of the audience 
were not in fact McGill 
students. In this context, the 
charge of "disruption by out- 
siders" is sheer demagoguery. 
One cannot help but wonder 
who "outsiders" refers to in a 
public meeting. To foreigners?! 
Considering that many of the 
protestors were from third 
world countries, this is the 
most reasonable Interpretation. 

The next accusation is that 
the protestors’ actions 
“aroused the strong resent- 
ment of the audience”. Since 
there were, by conservative 
- estimate (CBC), at least 100 
protestors out of a total 
audience of 300, most of whom ^ 
did not take sides, I cannot 
Imagine what "audience" the 
ad is referring to. Judging by 
the warmth of the response to 
the protestors’ spontaneous 
outburst. It would seem that for 
a large part of the audience the 
real source of resentment was 
the fact that a Chinese am- 
bassador would be Invited to 
speak at McGill at all at a time- 
when his government is waging 
a war against Vietnam. ' 

This Is the crucial point 
which the sponsors of the 
advertisement and of the 
meeting have chosen to Ignore. 
Both Professors Noumoff and 
Lin in their letters to the 
.Montreal press, and the ad- 
vertisement in the Dally 
(originating from the same 
source), raise a hue and cry 
about “freedom of speech" and 
"defending" democracy". They 
seem to forget to whom they 



refer. The Chinese ambassador 
was coming to McGill to defend 
the actions of his government 
in Invading Vietnam, despite 
the seemingly Innocuous title 
of his talk: a fact which 
Noumoff himself made clear In 
his letter to the Gazette (March 
16). In view of this, the 
protestors were perfectly 
justified In preventing him from 
speaking and were acting well 
within an established university 
tradition: one which has seen 
speakers who defend equally 
obnoxious views prevented 
from airing them on campuses. 
Would Noumoff and Lin have 
permitted an American - am- 
bassador to come and defend 
the actions of the American 
government during its war In 
Vietnam? Would they have 
engaged In a "polite exchange 
of views" with him while 
American B-52’s were bombing 
Hanoi? Clearly not. The 
hypocrisy of Noumoff’s 
position Is macle all the clearer 
by the fact that he himself 
participated in similar protests 
in the past and - prevented 
speakers from airing their views 
for precisely the same reason. 
Unless he has renounced his 
previous beliefs, he will be 
forced to admit that such ac-. 
tions are neither "ludicrous" 
nor “unprecedented". 

Of course, to Noumoff and 
Lin, a Chinese ambassador Is in 
no way comparable to a 
representative of the American 
government. The former Is an 
“honored guest", whereas the 
latter Is (or was) a “war- 
monger". But for the Viet- 
namese, who are presently 
having their villages razed and 
their factories bombed, it has 
become rather hard to 
'distinguish between the two. 
The new rulers of China are 
stepping directly into the 
Americans’ shoes, and Deng 
Xiao-ping Is coming more and 
more to look like L.B.J., 
especially since donning his 
cowboy hat. Add to this the 
positions which the Chinese 
have taken all around the world, 
their direct support for ultra- 
reactionary dictatorships such 
as that of the Shah of Ifan, of 
Mobuto and of Pinochet, and 
the actions which they threaten 
to take once they have the 
power (e.g. Deng Xiao-ping’s 
comment in his interview with 
Walter Cronkite In which, after 
castigating the Americans for 
not having shown a stronger 
hand In Iran, he states: “If wo 
are able to exert even a little 
strength there, we will certainly 
do so") and the resemblance 
becomes positively frightening. 

In addition to the above- 
mentioned distortions, the ad 
in the Dally makes the 
ridiculous charge that the 
protestors “were about to beat 
a woman In the audience". In 
the original version, which was 
circulated as a petition . last 
Wednesday and Thursday, it 
was stated that the protestors 
had In fact “beat a lady

Martial law was declared in 13 (out of 67) provinces of Turkey on 
Dec. 26, 1978 following bloody massacre of civilian groups by the 
militants of the para-military branches of the fascist National 
Action Party (NAP). The McGill Turkish Students’ Association, in 
the face of the biased nature of the reports given so far by the 
Western media, deems it necessary to provide its own report on 
this Martial Law, which It views as the cufhilnatlon of mounting 
fascism and Its bloody attacks on the growing Turkish Socialist 
Movement. 

It was only too recently (1971-73) that Turkey experienced a 
fascist military rule, which aimed to slow down and eventually 
bring to a halt that rapid process of politicization that the masses 
went through during the 1960s. On the 12th of March, 1971, the 
Turkish Army, which was by then deeply Immersed in estabiishing 
its own industrial enterprises In collaboration with foreign 
capitalists such as Renault, interfered and the liberal constitution 
of 1960 was declared a “luxury" for what was to them the 
“ignorant" masses of Turkey. Aiming to teach a correct In- 
terpretation of bourgeois democracy, the semi-military fascist 
regirqe after the 12th of March brutally oppressed the working 
class movement In Turkey; socialists were persecuted, tortured 
and murdered. Within 1971, the number of striking workers 
declined to 18,0()0 (from 30,000 in 1970); in 1972, it was down to 
6 , 000 . 

Yet the elections of 1973 proved that fascism from above could 
not be sold to the peoples of Turkey. The^new strategy of the 
imperials andtheir agents in Turkey was to nurture fascism from 
below. Counterguerrilla organizations, already rooted within the 
state machine, began their operations in cooperation With the 
paramilitary youth organizations of the fascist NAP. Attacks on 
socialist organizations were accompanied by attacks on random 
civilian targets in order to create an atmosphere of terror and 
anarchy stirring up wishes for strong authority. 

The First' of May celebrations in 1977, bringing together the 
largest .crowd ever on a 1st of May In a non-socialist country, over 
half a million people, were turned into a bloody affair when agents 
provocateurs began shooting at the crowd, causing the death of 
36 people. In 1978, the death toll of political terror rose to more 
than 1,000 people, reaching its peak in the events of Kahramàn- 
maras last December. Th'ere, the fascists, after days of ideological 
and religious-sectarian provocation, carried out their first plan of 
mass annihilation of democratic forces in Turkey; more than 100 
people were murdered, and over 1,000 were wounded. In the 
Western media, these events were shown as the mutual strife 
between Sunni Moslems and Alevis. 

The CBC, for instance, Ingeniously interpreted the events as 
part of the Islamic revival In the world similar to the Iranian 
revolution. The New York Times, on the other hand, went so far as 
to report that the sectarian problems were “an outgrowth of leftist 
and rightist struggles for dominance, in which longstanding but 
dormant rivalries between Sunni and Alevi populations have been 
exploited by political extremists". But they failed to point out that 
religious provocation came solely from the fascist NAP. We 
should know that what happened in Kahramanmaras was nothing- 
but a planned bloody attack of the fascists against progressive 
forces in Turkey. What these fascists and their bosses obviously 
wanted was to fabricate and an excuse for a more repressive 
régime. The reigning social-democratic government, the real 
choice of the imperialist powers for establishing a peacefully 
exploitable system In Turkey, couldn’t miss this chance to relieve 
itself of its alleged adherence to democracy; it called the army In. 

Since its inception, martial law has meant repression of the 
socialist movement and curbing of dernocratic rights and 
freedoms in Turkey. Socialist newspapers have been closed or 
banned from circulation. Democratic -mass organizations’ ac- 
tivities have been res'trlcted to demands related to their 
professions and disallowed to be carried Into the political realm. 
Workers are now required to obtain permission from the political 
authorities to strike. There is an order of shoot to kill, extended by 
the social-democratic government, upon any person who in any 
way- disobeys the rules of martial law, such as writing political 
slogans on the walls. 

The fascist NAP, on the other hand, swore allegiance to the 
martial law and declared all its youth branches and related 
associations closed, making them legally Impossible to persecute 
except for those Individual members of these groups who are 
found guilty for past crimes. The arena is now all cleared for the 
bloody suppression of the socialist movement and the 
establishment of so-called law and order. Just as the Iranian 
puppets of imperialism are toppled by the heroic struggle of the 
Iranian people, Turkey presents a viable replacement in the Middle 
East. Hence the declaration of Western leaders, after the meeting 
in Guadeloupe, to step up financial aid and Investment In Turkey. 
The bankrupt Turkish Treasury Is now told by the IMF and Western 
banks that It doesn’t have to pay back all of its debts, and not so 
quickly anyway; besides, some credits might be pouring In. 

In the light' of the above Information, the magnitude of the 
danger posed by the present Martial Law Is obvious. We call all 
democratic persons and organizations to extend their support to 
our association in condemning the mounting fascist movement 
and Martial Law In Turkey.

fulltime ombudsman. He likes 
the idea of cooperating with the 
student ombudsman and says 
there are cases In which he can 
effect a quicker result, 'll 
happen to have been around a 
longer time. I can be persuasive 
as a friend and colleague where 
the ombudsman might not be." 

On the other hand. Chair- 
person of the Grievance 
Committee Irwin Gopnik thinks 
the Idea of a fulltime om- 
budsman Is very attractive. 
Gopnik can bring grievances 
before the Grievance Com- 
mittee once all other avenues 
have been explored. Their 
criteria for deciding the validity 
of complaints are based on the 
principles of natural justice: 
audi alterem partum (hear the 
other side), and nemo judex In 
sua causa (the decision maker 
must be impartial). Ad- 
ministrators falling to abide by 
these principles are deemed to 
have possibly acted unfairly. 

Fairness Is the basic idea 
involved in all grievance 
procedures. Belson sees 
herself as balancing Interests 
In order to arrive at the fairest 
result. “Part of the job is to 
question regulations, look for 
weaknesses in, the regulations, 
see if there’s inequity. You have 
to bring this inequity to those 
who can do something about It, 
then point out where It’s unfair 
or where it should be changed." 
At McGill there's more of a 
presumption that the rules as 
they exist are fair. 

Dean Herschorn says, “Rules 
are there to maintain academic 
standards. Rules are conceived 
for the specific ends of the 
faculty, given the practices, 
selection of students, etc. They 
have a large element of 
historical consciousness and

The organization breaking 
this story is none other than 
College Press Service (C.P.S.) 
Itself. C.P.S. In Denver provides 
regular news dispatches to its 
member newspapers on college 
and university campuses 



throughout North America. 

According to CPS, CIA 
documents it has obtained 
reveal that the agency began 
Infiltrating the student press 
movement in 1959 through a 
front known as the "Foun- 
dation for Youth and Student. 
Affairs." 

College Press says that the 
foundation funded a series of 
conferences for college 
student editors in the 1960s, 



and acted as a conduit for 
C.I.A. money that eventually 
helped establish College Press 
as a nationwide news agency. 

It was publicly revealed In 
1967 that the C.I.A. had been 
secretly funding the National 
Student Association. However, 
this is the first report that the 
agency may have played a 
greater role in attempting to 
Influence and even infiltrate the 
cpilege media Inside the United 
States.

uebec Immigration Re g ulations 



On December 13th, 1978 the National .Assembly in Quebec 
adopted Immigration Regulations resulting from its 
agreement with the federal government that provinces should 
have input into immigration decisions. These regulations with 
regard to foreign students are coming into effect on April 
15th, 1979. 



Therefore, it will now be necessary for all students coming to 
study in Quebec to have clearance from the provincial 
Department of Immigration before the Canadian government 
will issue or renew a student authorization and visa. 



These new rules will apply to all foreign students as of April 
15th, 1979. Therefore, when you wish to renew your visa for 
next year, you will have to obtain a certificate of acceptance 
from Quebec Immigration.

iii) your present student authorization and visa 

iv) proof of your ability to support yourself financially 

c) Take your Quebec Certificate of Acceptance and other 
required documents to the Department of Immigration on 
Atwater Street to obtain a Canadian student authorization. 



II. For returning students who wish to renew their visa 
abroad, the procedure is as follows: 

a) Check the list of Quebec Immigration Offices and their 
territories in the list which will be mailed to you. 

i) If the country where you will be appears, send by mail the 
documents mentioned in b) above to the office indicated. 

ii) If your country is the United States, send by mail the 
documents mentioned in b) above, except your report of 
standing, to the Montreal office at the address mentioned. 

iii) If the country where you will be is neither in the list nor 
the United States, contact your nearest Canadian Consulate 
or Embassy which should have received the Quebec Cer- 
tificate of Acceptance by telex. 

b) Take your Quebec Certificate of Acceptance and other 
required documents to the nearest Canadian Consulate to 
obtain your student authorization.
